FOUR MORE ARE HURT 
IN SUNDAY ACCIDENT 


Wet Roads Are Blamed 
for Crash—Oscar Sloan 
Is Injured by Speeding 
+ Motorist. 


Herman Greenbaum, well-known re- 
tail grocery merchant, of 267 East 
Fair street, died late Sunday after- 
noon in the Grady hospital from in- 
juries received when the automobile 
lhe was driving, skidded and overturn- 
ec as he was crossing a bridge on Mce- 
Donough road. between the Federal 
prison and Constitution, Ga. 

George Parr, 18, who also liveg on 
East Fair, and Greenbaum’s three 


sinall children, were severely shaken 


up, cut and bruised. The children 
are Irving, age 12; Bernard, 10, and 
. Ruth, 6 years old. 

Wet roads was given as the cause 
of the accident by Parr and Irving 
Greenbaum, who stated the machine 
skidded to the side of the road just 
as they reached a small wooden 
bridge, which they stated had no rail- 
ing. 

Machine Overturns, 

One of the rear wheels went off 
the bridge, causing the machine to 
upset and turn over completely, 
Greenbaum being pinned beneath the 
wreckage. 

Ten men responded to the cry for 
help of 10-year-old Pernard Green- 
baum, who ran to a nearby farm 
house. They rescued Greenbaum {from 
the wreckage and, placing him in an 
automobile, rushed him to the Grady 
hospital. He died within two hours 
after his arrival. 

It is said that this was the second 
time Greenbaum had operated his 
automobile since buying it. He was 
going toward Constitution at_ the 
time it skidded over the side of the 
bridge. / 

Oscar Sloan Injured. 

Another victim of an automobile ae- 
cident Sunday was Oscar Sloan, o4, 
af Rockingham, N. C., who was hurt 
hetween Marietta and Acworth about 
8:30 o'clock in the morning by sa 
speeding motorist, who failed ‘o stop. 

Sloan, who is staying at the home 
of C. C. Quinn, 136 South Boulevard, 
was en route to Cartersville in his 
ear. Quinn was with him. The engine 
went dead and Sloan got out to in- 
vestigate. Just as he stepped upon the 
ground, he said, an automobile travel- 
ing in the same direction passed him 
at high speed on the right. The 
bumper or the fender of this car 
struck Sloan, knocking him violently 
to the ground, and the car continued

Neither Quinn nor Sloan obtained 
the license number of ‘the car. The 
best description they could furnish, 
was that it was a large touring ma- 
chine with the gasoline tank on the 
rear. 
Surgeons at the Grady hospital, 
where Sloan was brought, fear that 
he was hurt internally. The injured 
man was carried to Cartersville, where 
he received first aid treatment, being 
brought to Atlanta on the L. N-

Bandit Gang Fully Organ- 
ized to Carry Out Crime 
With Guards, Stickup

Detroit, August 19.—Seven gunmen 
early today held up the Allendale 
inn, at Warren and Snyder streets. 
lined up 170 persons at the inn and 


obtained money and jewelry valued! 
at several thousand dollars. Four 
persons, including one woman, were ' 
shot and seriously injured. One of 
the injured persons was said to be 
George D. Wilson, vice president of | 
the Wilson Body company. | 

Two of the gunmen stayed outside 
the roadhouse while three entered 
from the front door and two from 
the back. As soon as the men were 
inside the door they began firing ' 
through the crowded dance hall. Wom- | 


lined the waiters up first. One man 
guarded the waiters while two went 
from table to table through the 
crowda, 

Another bandit guarded the front 
door while the fifth guarded th* rear. 
Ali of the men inside the roadhouse 
were heavily armed and those on 
guard flourished two guns. They 
stripped jewelry fron: the women and 
money from the pockets of the men. 
In their haste the gunmen searching 
the guests tore diamonds from rings 


The gunmen escaped in an auto- 
mobile. A short time later an au- 
tomobile containing seven men, be- 
lieved to be the same ones who held 
up the inn, was seen in Monroe, 
about 40 miles southwest of here. 
The night policeman in Monroe ap- 
proached the automobile and was in- 
stantly shot and killed,

Joseph L. Weber, Detroit, shot in

The policeman killed at Monroe was 
Oscar Reinhardt, 30, a world war 
veteran.

When one of the men jumped onto 
tLe running board of the negroe’s au- 
tomobile and commanded him to stop, 


the negro stepped on the gas and left _- 


the two brothers at the roadside. The 

white man in the car whistled for 

his brothers to join him, but before 

ithey could do so the big automobile 

was plunged into an embankment. 
Police Are Warned. 

Persons passing the scene in other 
cars phoned the sheriff's office and 
immediately twenty men were rushing 
to the scene in automobiles and motor- 
cycles. The whole city and county 
anti-flogging squad was on the way. 

Three miles out the Clinton road 
the sheriff's force claim to have come 
up on the members of the gang, strug- 
gling with the negro.

Forces in Soldier 
Bonus Campaign 
Are Warming Up 


Washington, August 19.—Though 
it is four months before congress 
meets, a lively campaign for public 
sentiment both for and against the 
soldier bonus is already warming up. 

Friends of the bonus and officials 
of the American Legion, recognizing 
the pressure that will be brought to 
bear on congress are tempering their 
confident predictions of passage with 
a warning against over-confidence, 
though a canvass recently made by 
legion headquarters here shows that 
not even a presidential veto can block 
the bill. 

Another powerful source of opposi- 
tion has made itself known. The na- 
tional industrial conference board, in 
a statement made public Sunday con- 
cludes that the bonus “‘cannot be jus- 
tified on economic grounds.” Its re- 
port was made at this time, it states, 
in order to “afford an opportunity for 
fuli study of the matter by the gen- 
eral public in advance of a reintro- 
duction of the bonus bill in congress 
in December.”

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rt Proposal

Washington, August 19,—It,is not 
likely that American adherence to. the 
world court will be put up to Coolidge 
for any kind of action in the near 
future. Officially the present status 
of Harding’s proposal that America 
join the court is that it is_ before 
the senate committee on foreign re- 
iations. Since the senate will not be 
in session until December, no action 
on the proposal is likely to come 
from that body. In the meantime, no 
action or utterance on it is called for 
from Coolidge. 

It may well be that sooner or lat- 
er it will be up to somebody outsie 
the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations to take the initiative for giv- 
ing the proposal renewed life. If 
nobody outside the committee does 
anything, it is readily possible that 
nobody inside the committee will do 
any thing, and that the proposa) will 
find the committee room a chamber 
of death. But it will not be the busi- 
ness of Coolidge primarily to call on 
the senate committee to act. There 
are plenty of senators, not members 
of the committee, who are earnest be- 
lievers in the court in one form or 
another; and it wil be their business 
to make a formal] demand on the com- 
mittee that it act one way or the 
other and give the senate as a whole 
a chance to review its action. 

Harding Clung to Idea. 

All that, however, is matter for 
some months hence. What is inter- 
esting now, and what is here intend- 
ed, is to tell something of the precise 
relation of Harding to this policy at 
the moment he died. Before Hard- 
ing started on his western trip there 
were persons among his surroundings 
who did not share his belief in the 
world court, either on merit or as a 
matter of political expediency—who 
believed, indeed, that Harding's ad- 
vocacy of it was apolitical mistake. 
Harding, however, clung to the idea 
with characteristically quiet and *pa- 
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tient firmness. In preparing for his 
trip ,most of his speeches were writ- 
ten in advance. Among them was the 
St. Louis speech, which was devoted 
to the court and which made sugges- 
tions that the organization of the 
court should be changed in such a 
way as to meet American prejudices 
against its present form. It was in- 
tended that this should be Harding’s 
only utterance on the world court. 
But immediately there began com- 
ment by newspapers and others which 
troubled Harding gravely. It was 
said that the charges Harding bad 
proposed in his St. Louis speech were 
impossible and would not be accept- 
e! by the other nations. From this. 
the unpleasant inference was drawn 
that Harding had suggested _ these 
changes, knowing they were impos- 
sible, for the purpose of actually kill- 
ing the proposal by pretending to be 
the friend of it. 

These charges pushed Harding to 
what was almost, for him, the point 
of irritation. In consequence, imme- 
diately after he left St. Louis, 
whenever he found occasions for ex- 
tempor@neous speeches, he devoted 
them to the world court. ‘The favor- 
able response he got encouraged him. 
Then, after all the speeches had been 
delivered that had been prepared in 
advance, and when Harding came to 
the point of writing new f.-rmal 
speeches for th latetr part of his trip, 
he determined to make one which 
would leave no doubt about his feel- 
ing on the world court: When he 
got to Aslaska, and bad some leisure, 
he put time and hird work inte writ- 
ing a wholly new speech dealing 
entirely with the court. This speeca 
really expressed Harding’s ‘heart. He 
worked hard and earnestly over 1f. 
When it was finished, be showed it 
to some of those around him with 
ride, and repeatedly said that he 
believed it to be the best speech he 
had ever written. 

This conviction that he had written 


ont of his mind thre 
the closing days of his ‘ife. 
Was His Best Speech. 
This speech was meant tc be de- 
livered in San Francisco. In the 


usual course, advance copies of it 
had been sent to the hewspapers. But 
when San Francisco was reach2 
Harding was ill. There then azose 
the question of what to do about the 
speech. Harding himself was espe- 
cially eager to deliver it. During his 
illness there was no remark he made 
to the doctors more frequent than 
humorous sayings to the effect that 
he would forgive them everything if 
they would get him well soon enough 
to deliver his speech on the date fixed. 
Occasionally he varied the humorous 
friendliness of these remarks with de- 
termined statements that no matter 
how ill he was, and no matter what 
the doctors might insist on, he would 
get up to deliver that speech when 
the day came. Again and again he 
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spoke with frank pride about it, and} 


repeated the conviction, which was 
shared by several of those around 
him, that it was the best speech he 
had ever written. 


When the day came, and it was 
clear that Harding would not be al- 
owed by his doctors to get up, there 
arouse the question wiat to do about 
the speech. Two courses were sug- 
gested: One was that the speech 
should he canceled for the time being 
and that Harding should save it until 
some oceagion when he should be able 
to deliver it in person. Harding per- 
sonally never cared for this jsroposal. 
He had unique pride in the spcech 
and wanted the pleasure of delivering 
it with his heart in it, and of getting 
the responsive approval from _ the 
audience that be was confident be 
would get. Buf even more than thiut 
he wanted to get his position on the 
court before the country. So the 
other course was adopted of giving 
out the speech for publication on the 
day Harding would have delivered it. 

Called Offense to Johnson. 

One reason was that inasmucb as 
thousands of newspaper editors had 
already read the speech, it might 
create an unfortunate psychology if 
the delivery of it were postponed. To 


have weeks afterward the 
of appeal that\it then had., 
. When all this was under discus- 
sion, and after the.speech was deliv- 
ered, much was said ‘o the effect that 
the giving out of the speech was an 
offense to Hiram Johnson; that 
Hoover had persuaded Harding to 
do it, and much else of the kind. 
There was nothing in thie. It has 
since been denied _ specifically by 
many in the Harding party. ‘The 
speech was given out hecause Harding 
wanted it done. During the two or 
three days of the worst of Harding's 
illness, when this decision was made, 
the one cabinet member who had ac- 
eess to Harding was Work. It is a 
fact that some of Johnson’s friends 
in California were irritated by the 
giving out of this speech and wanted 
to prevent it. Their theory was that 
Johnson, having made a _ specch 
against the world court in New ‘ork, 
one week before, on July 24, Hard- 
ing’s speech would be taken as an an- 
swer and a rebuke to Johnson. Of 
course there was nothing in this Hard- 
ing’s speech had actuaily been writ- 


ten while Harding was in Alaska and | 


hefore Johnson's speech was delivered. 
Also, Johnson’s friends said _ that 
Harding ought not to choose John- 
son’s state of California in which to 
deliver a speech against one of 
Johnson’s strongly-held princijdes. 
So much for the history of the 
oecasion. Everybody who has any 


interest in the world court as an is- | 


sue in American politics ought to 
read that last utterance of Harding's. 
Read in type today, one quickly feels 
the warmth and conviction which 
would justify arsent to Harding’s own 
belief that it was the best speech he 
ever wrote, Both the letter ana tne 
spirit of it gave denial in the most 
convincing way to those who. in utter 
lack of understanding of Harding’s 
temperament, said that his real inten- 
tion was not to advocate the couvt but 
to destroy it by a kind of double deal- 
ing and dissimulation, or let it die. 
The speech is charged through and 
through with that kind of almost 
evangelical fervor which 
teristic of Harding’s style and sub- 
stance when he was greatly in ear- 
nest. For whatever weight it 
have on his successor. and however 
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court is to a peculiar degree to be 
looked on as one of Harding's policies.

It would be a relief to forget; and

An extra session of a Lebiiistue 
to consider nothing but proposed con- 
stitutional amendments revising a 
State tax system, which amendments 
cannot even be voted upon unti] the 
general election of November, 192i— 
three months after the midday of the 
next regular session of the assembly— 
cannot be justified ds an “emergency.” 

I recognize that the governor alone 
is supposed to interpret an “emer- 
gency” in such a matter, but the 
people to whom the government. be- 
longs and to whom the governor is 
amenable also can do their own in- 
terpreting, and they have a right to 


do so. 

If a supply bill had been left un- 
acted. If the newggenera] revenue 
bill, which is entirely statutory and 
was left unenacted by the recent Iegis- 
lature after several weeks of delibera- 
tion, had not left the 1921 revenue act 
in the laws, or if some other serious 
omission of legislation had blocked the 
progress of governmental functioning, 
or worked distress upon any institu- 
tion or department, there would be an 
emergency for an extra session in the 
full sense of the constitutional fathers. 

But to say that Georgia, already 
on her knees before the “shrine of the 
three balls,” with her institutions 
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venes, plus mileage both ways. 

There is no constitutional limita- 
tion to an extra session, nor can the 
governor adjourn such a session at 
will. 

If the house sets one day for sine 
die adjournment and the senate -an- 
other, and they can’t agree, then, and 
in‘that event only, can the governor 
adjourn such a sessign. 

It is not difficult to see where it 
may run. Next year is election year 
in Georgia, it must be remembered. 
The Georgia legislature is honeycomb- 
ed with politics—I might say with 
political putridity—judging from some 
of the echoes from the recent session. 

Spare us, governor, spare us!

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


IS REDUCTION HEALTHFUL? 

Any one who is overweight over 
eats; it is not only harmless but bene- 
ficial to health for any one who is 
overweight to reduce by the natural 
process, which is simply a reversal of 
the unnatural process responsible for 
the excessive weight, 

A child in his teens, living a natural 
life, that is, playing vigorously every 
day, needs as much food as his father 
who works every day, or perhaps more 
food than his mother who merely 
boards at home and hires housework. 
(Not that I would play father up as 
the martyr of modern home life, for 
goodness knows there are no flies on 
father when it comes'to gyping his 
way through life without doing any 
real work.) The point I mean to make 
is that the growing boy or girl needs 
a generous ration for growing and 
building, with whieh father and 
mother are all through. That accounts 
for the shocking appetite of the nor- 
mal youngster. 

The usual cause of obesity is a sad 
combination of a working appetite or 
eating habit with a shirking life. 

There are other means of reducing 
than by diet and exercise. In some 
cases other means are advisable, with 
or without restriction of diet and reg- 
ulation of exercise, but in no case 
may any other means than diet and 
exercise be safely undertaken without 
the attendance and control of your 
own physician. 

Any intelligent adult may, however, 
safely and effectively arrange for 
himself or herself a reduction regimen 
based upon diet and exercise, or upon 
diet alone, though exercise alone is 
seldom satisfactory. I do not think any 
boy or girl under 19 years of age 
should attempt reduction by § any 
means whatever without the sanction 
of his or her own family physician. 
The reason why youngsters should not 
attempt reduction is that their at- 
tempts may seriously interfere with 
natural growth and building opera- 
tions and so work grave injury to 
health. 

No “reducing diet” can be intelli- 
gently laid down for promiscuous use, 
for a reduction regimen which would 
be suitable for a person aged 30, 63 
inches tall, doing the housework of a 
large family, might be quite hende- 
quate for a person aged 40, 61 inches 
tall, teaching school, or it might 
bring increase in weight for a person 


aged 50, 65 inches tall, embroidering

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Washington, August 19.—A nation- 
wide survey of the employment situa- 
tion for July indicates that a “healthy 
undertone and a splendid spirit of op-

This encouraging 
aspect of the situation is indicated, 
he added, despite the fact that July 
is the month of vacations and usually 
of less activity in industry. 

An analysis based on information 
gathered in 36 industrial centers from 
1,428 firms employing 500 or more 
workers, showed that in July there 
was a slight increase in unemploy- 
mént over June. A total of 37 cities, 
however, reported incfeased unemploy- 
ment, while 27 registered a slight 
decrease.

PEACHES ARE RIPE. 

Don’t be content merely to serve 
peaches sliced with cream. There are 
some delicious desserts to be made 
from peaches, and even salads may 
be concocted from them. 

Peach Bavarian cream calls for one 
pint of milk, one and a half table- 
spoons of gelatine, one-half pint of 
cream, a half cup ef sugar, two eggs, 
a tablespoon of lemon juice, and 
enough ripe peaches to make a cupful 
of pulp. Seald the milk and pour 
siowly over the beaten egg yolks and 
sugar. Put in double boiler and cook 
instil the mixture coats the spoon. 
Add the gelatine dissolved in half cup 
of cold water and cool. Whip the egg 
whites and the cream and combine and 
fold into the chilled custard mixture. 
Sweeten the peach pulp slightly and 
add to the mixture with the lemon 
juice. Pour into a \moistened mould. 
Serve with additional sliced peaches. 

Stuffed Peaches. 

_ Have ready chopped blanched al- 
monds, raspberry jam _ or crushed 
fresh raspberries and large, thorough- 
ly ripe, free-stone peaches, with the 
juice from one or two lemons. Ke: 
move skin from the peaches and cut 
them in halves, allowing one peach 
for each person to be served. Sprinkle 
with, a little powdered sugar and-a 
few “drons of the lemon juice and fill 
with a little of the almond and fas- 
berry mixture. This may be served 
with whipped cream if desired.

BABYS WELFARE 


By Dr. Arthur G. Bretz 


FOREW ORD. 

Reports from all parts of the 
country show that thousands of 
babies die from diseases which 
are preventable. ‘Therefore, we 
fee] that an extra effort should 
be put forth to bring before the 
readers of this paper important 
information pertaining to the 
prevention of common ills and the 
spreading of disease. 

-Articles*appearing in this col- 
umn are intended especially for 
those mothers who are so busy 
with daily household routine 
that they have not the time to 
read the many good books pub- 
lished or attend lectures on such 
subjects. No attempt will be 
made to prescribe medical or sur- 
gical treatment, nor to make a 
diagnosis of any illness.

of doors. 

Before the naval is healed sponge 
baths only should be given. 


When the tub is used it should be 
heated by pouring ‘in the hot water 
first and then adding cold 
until the proper temperature 
cured. The water for baby’s 
should be as near to body heat as pos- 
sible, that is, 9S to 100 degrees Fah- 
renheit. It is advisable to use a bath 
thermometer. These are inexpensive 
and really a necessity in order to in- 
sure accuracy. However, if one is 
not obtainable, the mother should test 
the temperature of the water with 
her elbow. When the water feels 
comfortably warm to the arm, it is 
then about the proper temperature. 
Never add hot water to the bath 
while the child is in the tub as 
there is danger of scalding his tender 
skin. 

Before undressing the baby, be sure 
that everything is in_ readiness. 
Towels, soap and dusting powder 
should be at hand. The soap should 
be. the purest obtainable, white and 
unscented. Very little soap is needed, 
and it is important that the baby be 
thoroughly rinsed after the bath so 
that no soap remains on his skin. The 
mother should have clean hands, and 
examine her dress to see that there 
are no pins in it to scratch baby. 

In giving the bath, baby’s head and 
scalp should be cleansed first. Care 
should be taken that no soap or soapy 
water gets into his eyes. A _ clean 
folded towel held over baby’s: eyes 
will protect them while washing his 


is 


head. 

Lather the head and scalp com- 
pletely, and rinse thoroughly and 
quickly. Next the entire body should 
be carefully and gently washed with 
a soft clean cloth. Then thoroughly 
rinse the body of all soap. Dry with 
warm, clean towels by patting rather 
than rubbing. If the baby is ec: refully 
dried, very little powder is necessary. 
Pure talcum should be dusted in the 
creases and folds of the skin, under 
the artis and around the buttocks to 
.prevent chafing. 

Many children suffer from the heat 
d- sing the summer. ‘Soda baths are 
sometimes helpful in cases of prickly 
heat: A tablespoonful of bicarbonate 
of soda should be added to each half 
gallon of water used. Allow the child 
to remain in the water from two to 
four minutes, and dry gently. .The 
water should be lukewarm. 

Bran baths:are also often used to 
relieve prickly heat. To prepare, 
make a bag of cheesecloth, or other 
thin material, about six inches square 
and fill loosely with bran. Soak the 
bag in hot water and squeeze fre- 
quently until. water becomes milky. 
Then add enough cool water to make 
the bath tepid. ; |

At the hospital it was not thought 
that his injuries were serious. But 
complications set in that brought his 
death. That great figure lies silent at 
the end of the road when it seemed 
that he had only started. He loved 
life, and all who really knew him loved 
him. That is why it is so hard for 
us who knew him and called him 
friend to realize that he is gone. I 
think had I been there at the end he 
would have taken my hand and shook 
it and said never a word. And I 
would know just what was in his mind 
and what he wanted to say.

“It has 
been made to appear that I was one of 
those hardened criminals, but the real 
truth of the matter was that I was 
being used as a tool by the men who 
said that they would protect me and 
would see that I did not get arrested. 
oe one of these men ever came to my 

eln. 

“I was double-crossed and left in 
lurch and I have to suffer. I 
realize my faults and mistakes and I 
would like to get a new start. My 
health is going fast. I could not 
stand the work on the chain-gang and 
the authorities certainly showed great 
kindness and humanity in having me 
ordered back to the tower for‘a rest. 

“I am going straight from now on 
and I hope that the day will come 
when I can prove that I am not a 
criminal,” Abe said. 


Artificial Silk in Japan. 

(From U. S. Commerce Reports.) 

The manufacturers of artificial silk 
has made very little progress in Japan, 
being confined to the production of 
coarse yarns of inferior quality. Im- 
ports of artificail silk in 1922 amount- 
ed to 225,840 pounds—an increase of 
62.7 per cent over 1921. 

Unofficial estimates place the Japa- 
nese imports from January 1 to April 
24, 1923, at 178.725 pounds. or about 
79 per cent of the total artificial silk 
imports of 1922. The use of artificial 
silk in Japan was formerly limited to 
the manufacture of neckties and 


shawls, but it is now being used ori 


hosiery. and mixed silk textiles.

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of long and painful unemployment. 
Why should not we have a most ear- 
nest desire to see England resume its 
entire economic activity. However, 
we merely allow ourselves to think 
that its government is mistaken in 
imigining that this unemployment is 
either a direct or indirect effect of 
the Ruhr occupation. While I was 
in London last year at this time 
our soldiers were not in the Ruhr. 
Yet there were in England and Scot- 
land many more unemployed than 
today. 
He Quotes Statistics. 

“Just refer to the last commercial 
statistics published hy the British 
government. They show that since 
our entry into the Ruhr, between 
January and the end of July, exports 
and imports from and to Great 
Britain have increased in tonnage 
value over those of the corresponding 
month of 1922. Moreover, the transit 
service on imported goods for reex- 
portation, which ig particularly in- 
teresting to British shipping, has 
increased 13.5 per cent as compared 
with 1922. 

“I do not conclude that England 
has profited by the Ruhr occupation 
as I should have wished and as she 
might have profited if she had been 
by our side in the Ruhr, but I have 
the-right to say that if thére are too 
many unemployed in England, General 
de Goutte, has nothing to do with 
it.” 

Concerning the reference in Lord 
Curzon’s note to the occupation of 
the Ruhr being illegal, M. Poincare 
said this really was an unhappy ar- 
gument, especially when the text of 
the treaty of Versailles and the de- 
clarations made collectively by the 
‘allies, including Great Britain, prior 
tov January 11, 1923, recognized the 
right of the allies to occupy additional 


_ reparations.
